"Til.  pivhcnt  ayatem  of  civic  gov- 
ernment la  British  Columbia  cities  Is 
fundamentally  unsound.  A  person 
niu.1t  havn  been  on  th«'  Inside  aa  un 
ofTlcljil  to  fully  reallre  the  tremen- 
di>uH  losses  that  are  sustained 
through  the  operation  of  tha  present 
sgrptom.  We  are  now  on  the  ava  of 
■rant  davelopmaat.  and  wa  must  aaa 
to  it  that  our  form  of  admlnlatratlon 
la  aa  aflolaat  and  up-to-tha  mlauta 
as  poaaibla.  and  la  eonatmatad  on' a 
foundation  that  will  achiave  deo- 
nomlo  succaas."  said  Mr.  A.  E.  Fare- 
Aan,  of  Vancouver,  in  •■nlisting  sup- 
port for  the  city  manager  ayatem  of 
munlclttal  ad  ministration.  In  an  ad- 
dress here  yesterday. 

Mr.  Foreman  spoke  to  buslnaaaman 
of  Victoria  at  a  Joint  sesaion  of  the 
Real  BtoUte  Board  and  chamber  of 
Commerce  in  tha  auditorium  of  the 
Chamber  of  Coauearea.  Tha  apaakar 
claimad  that  tha  city  ■moasar  form 
of  muntelpal  admtniatratioa  waa  a 
proper  tonic  to  appUr  to  municipal 
ilia  and  maladlaa,  and  was  the  laat 
word  in  municipal  reform.  Mr. 
James  Forman,  president  of  the  Heal 
Kstate   Hoard,  presided. 

The  spcikcr  defined  the  illy  man 
ager  sy«i<  :  ■  Kovernnient  as  beInK 
"simply  :v.<:  private  corpoiailon 
method  of  organiaatton  applied  tu  or 
used  for  civio  admlnlatratlon."  He 
explained  tha  oparatlon  of  tha  sys- 
tem, aaaartlna  that  It  waa  run  almilar 
to  a  prlvmta  bealaaaa  or  oerporation, 
In  which  tlia  rimraholdara  appoint 
tha  diractora.  tha  diractors  in  turn 
Chooae  a  general  manager,  which 
official  appoints  his  assistants,  and 
curries  out  the  policy  lal4  dOWa  bjT 
the  board,  of  diractors. 


Emphasising  the  necessity  for  a 
trained  expert  in  charge  of  civic  af- 
fairs. Mr.  Foreman  recalled  that  the 
Allies  in  the  Great  War  did  not  meet 
witb  any  Kreat  success  until  they 
picked  a  trained  expert  to  command 
all  the  armlea.  Marshal  Foch  was 
not  elected  by  the  people  to  that  post, 
but  was  ehoaen  by  virtue  cf  his  ex- 
perience, trainlns  and  qualities  of 
leadership. 

"Whara  jrou  kava  divided  raaponsl- 
bllity,  thara  la  no  rasponaibillty," 
stated  Mr.  Foreman.  "In  the  city 
manager  plan,  the  whole  responsi- 
bility of  administration  la  put  on  tha 
c{iy  manager." 

"If  we  don't  Improve  the  present 
system,  Inetnclency  is  ^olng  to  eat  up 
our  Investment,"  he  warned,  TTie 
means  of  securing  the  city  manager 
form  of  soramment  waa  by  passage 
ot  a  tqr^law  toy  tha  dty  Ceuaail,  or 
by  tha  TOta     tlM  poepla.  ' 

That  thara  waa  a  fraat  deal  of 
truth  in  Mr.  Foreman's  contentions 
was  the  opinion  of  Mayor  Pendray, 
who  said  that  there  was  not  one  per- 
son In  control  of  the  whole  opera- 
tions at  the  City  Hall  unless  the 
Mayor,  who  Is  supposed  to  liave  that 
power.  He  didn't  know  whether  It 
would  be  best  to  have  a  city  man- 
asar.  or  glva  mora  power  to  tha  city 
oomptroUar.  Ha  promiaad-  ha  would 
inv«otl«ata  tha  propoaala  very  sara- 
futly. 

"ErroTB  of  Policy" 
Alderman  Woodward  declared  thai 
'errors  of  policy"  were  responsible 
for  Victoria's  huge  debt.  He  said 
the  city  has  had,  und  has.  good  ex- 
ecutive heads,  and  held  that  ha  didn't 
think  tha  city  manasar  achama  would 
touch  tha  apot  unlaaa  It  auballtutad 
a  battar  poliey  than  that  wM«h  in 
tha  paat  had  axlatad. 

Alderman  Todd  aald  that  a  Coun- 
cil must  five  tha  paopla  what  they 
wanted.  Me  aald  that  the  people 
couldn't  blame  the  O.r.n  ,  the  <  lty 
Council  nor  cMy  ofllcluls  for  the 
Johnson  BIreet  Bridge.  f-i«iniing  that 
the  responsibility  rested  with  the 
public  of  the  city  of  Victoria  who 
voted  for  it.  Ha  quoted  tha  lata 
Lord  Bryca'a  atatamant,  'lHat  In  tha 
growth  of  a  atronsar  aanaa  of  elirlc 
duty,  rathar  than  In  Sny  eliaasaa  of 
mechanism,  liaa  tha  ultimate  hope 
for  the  refoEoi  of  oivic  sovammahta," 
and  aald  that  it  appUad  tO  tiM  etty 
of  Victoria. 

Mr.  Fred  Landsberg  said  that  while 
the  people  endorsed  the  Johnson 
Street  Bridge  undertaking,  they  had 
"no  Idea  that  so  much  would  be 
wasted  in  mlsmanesomast  of  tha 
work."  He  atronsly  aupportad  tha 
city  manager  plan,  mid  tha  city  now 
had  a  pood  mayor  snd  sood  aldar- 
men,  but  tha  aymam  under  "whlah  tha 
city  waa  iwiag  oparatad  waa  antl-

Mxtyndx  ydam  age.  when  the  vener- 
ated Bishop  Cridge  found  lying  on  a 
mattress  Inside  his  gate  a  sk-k  mat] 
whose  friends  had  taken  him  there, 
as  the  sole  place  of  refuge  at  that 
time  available, 

For  the  iMBt  part  the  lafommtlon 
haa  been  gathered  by  Mra.  B.  B.  Day. 
whoae  husband,  the  late  Mr.  R.  h 
I>ay,  was  for  yeara  preaident  of  the 
board  of  direetora.  Both  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Day  were  personal  frlend.i  of  the 
late  Hiahop  C'ridge,  and  It  is  conse- 
quently with  the  irreatesi  apprecia- 
tion of  his  generous  and  aalntly 
character  that  the  latter  taUa  of  the 
Incident  which  led  up  to  tha  organis- 
iag  of  a  hoapltai  here: 

Ceanpany  Cliapiala 

The  Rev.  E.  Cridge  was  appointed 
chaplain  of  the  Hudson's  Bay  Co.. 
Vtetoria,  In  the  year  1S64.  and  on 
Sunday  asomlng.  April  1.  1S(I.  he 
and  his  bnda  arrived  from  Bagland 
la  the  Marqula  of  Bute. 

At  Brat  they  lived  In  The  Fort 
(Fort  Victoria)  In  a  building  situated 
where  the  Canadian  Bank  of  Com- 
merce now  stands,  but  at  the  end  of 
the  year  (1866)  they  moved  into  "The 
Poraoaaga"  on  Humboldt  Street, 
which,  with  the  "Chareh  on  the  Ulli  ' 
(C!hrl8t  Chureh).  waa  built  by  the 
Hudson's  Bay  Co.  ovt  of  the  eoloalal 
funda. 

It  was  In  1858  that  one  dn>  a  M(  k 
man  was  found  lying  on  a  mattreas 
inside  tha  gate  of  thia  Paraonage. 
Th*  maa  admitted  that  ho  had  baon 
brought  there  by  eartala  parties,  who 
ahall  bo  aameleai.  "I  aakad  him.  " 
»ald  the  Bishop,  "why  they  had 
brought  him  to  my  house,  and  clan- 
destinely, too?"  "Oh,"  he  said,  "they 
thought  you  were  the  proper  man," 
and  I  suppose  I  was  under  the  clr- 
cumstanceb.  Ho  the  Paraonage  be- 
came the  flrat  Home  Hoapltai  In  the 
colony. 


Appeal  waa  made  to  .the  Governor 

to  nominate  a  provlalonal  committee, 
thIa  conalstlns  of  Mr  DailH.-^.  a  di- 
rector^ af  the  Hudson's  H.iy  <"om- 
pany;  Mr  a.  K.  Pemberton.  magis- 
trate and  commissioner  of  police,  and 
Bishop  Cridge.  district  minister  of 
Victoria.  The  first  hoaplul  waa  a 
cottage  temporarily  rented. '  It  atood 
at  the  comer  of  Tatea  and  Bread 
Htreeta.  Mr.  and  Mr*.  W.  a  Beoley 
ware  pat  In  eharga.  with  a  man  ot 
spaalah  extraetlon  as  the  "saan  of 
all  work."  The  firat  patient  waa  a 
man  called  Braithwalte.  Othera  aeon 
followed,  so  that  tha  eattago  was 
generally  full.  As  the  neoeartty  for 
more  accommodation  l>ecame  urgent, 
the  committee  was  enlarged  and  set 
to  work  to  secure  a  suitable  site  lor 
a  building.  On  land  which  later  be- 
oaSM  the  site  of  the  Marino  Hoapltai 
a  wooden  bvilding  waa  erected.  Dr. 
Trimble  waa  appelated  medical  of- 
ficer in  eharvs.  the  ooastttutlon  and 
by-iawa  were  drawn  up.  aad  the  Royal 
HoaplUl  beeame  an  aooontpUahed 
fact.  Before  the  end  of  that  year 
further  accemmodatlon  was  found 
necessary,  and  an  appeal  waa  aent 
to  the  Colonial  Secretary. 

The  Hon.  J,  S.  Helmcken  was  elect- 
ed president  about  this  time,  and 
under  lil.M  capable  management,  and 
the  assist  a  n<e  given  by  the  Govern - 
iiient,  the  debt  was  cleared,  "and  the 
hospital  grew  aad  proapored."

In  the  following  year,  I8S8,  the 
need  of  hospital  accommodation  for 
female  patients  arose.

The  idea  of 
building  a  fesaale  infirmary  rather 
than  a  female  ward  for  tha  exlatlng 
Royal  Hospital,  was  Ukan  up.  and 
on  Wedneaday,  November  26,  1664, 
the  comeratone  waa  laid  by  Mra. 
Harris. 

The  upkeep  of  thia  Infirmary  be- 
came too  heavy  a  burden  for  the 
ladles,  and  In  1869  Dean  Cridge  pro- 
posed th<>  union  of  this  Institution 
with  the  Royal  Hospital,  the  consum- 
mation of  lilt-  taking  place  very 
shortly  afterward  In  (he  establish- 
ment of  tha  early  beginning  of  the 
InstttiAlon  whloh  is  BSW,  tk§  Prsvla' 
elal  Royal  Jubilee

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Victoria 
brant^  of  the  Canadian  LAbor  Party 
Mr.  F.  A.  Graham  gave  a  paper  on 
the  subject.

The  speaker  pointed  out 
that  the  development  of  machine  in- 
dustry, tha  lowering  of  wagea  and 
speeding  up  had  tha  effect  of  gradu- 
ally decreasing  the  home  market. 
He  argued  that  tha  working  claaa 
received  only  ona-flfth  of  the  value 
of  tha  gooda  made  by  them,  then  it 
became  obvloua  that  they  ware  un- 
able to  purchase  flve-flfths,  so,  in 
spile  of  the  large  guantlliea  con- 
sumed by  the  wealthy  claaaaa  there 
at  111  remained  a  very  great  attaatliy 
atiil  unconaumed.  • 

Thla  atimalatad  the  a«est  for  for* 
eign  marketa  ao  aa  to  diapoae  of  the 
surplus,  but  numbera  of  foreign  mar- 
ketn  also  become  competit'ora  in  thA 
process,  hence  society  waa  confront- 
ed with  the  situation  of  all  developed 
countries  seeking  to  diapoae  of  suf- 
ficient quantitiea  of  goods  to  relieve 
the  altuation. 

The  Bpaaker  polated  out  that  aa  far 
as  the  near  fature  was  oeneemed 
there  waa  more  Itfcely  to  be  inrreaaea 
in  unemployment  than  otherwise 

An  Interesting  discussion  folluwe<I. 
when  various  views  were  expressed 
on  the  point  diacuaaed.  It  was  sug- 
gaated  that  the  maalpulation  of  cred- 
its contributed  to  srlass  an4  thua  to 
unemploymenL  Another  Speaker 
pointed  out  that  only  in  Ruasla  wan

by  6S  per  cent,  had  enormously  sllm- 
alatad  trade,  and  therefore  employ - 
menjt,  to  sueli  an  sxteak  as  S6  per 
coat  In  the  Indastrlea  tn  twelve 
months.

K*Y  TO  NAVAL  STRENGTH 

Tha  General  Roan!  of  flie  Tnifed 
Stattft  Navy  iiaa  come  to  the  con 
cluakm  that  the  battleahip  is  still  the 
important  factor  of  naval  nirrnjrth. 
The  most  decisive  paval  battle  uf  the 
Great  War  Tfai  that  of  jntland,  in 
which  capital  ships  were  iH.  prr»|(.tn- 
inant  factors.  In  that  balilc,  the  one 
major  naval  cngaktaMlt  ot  the  Great 
W  ar.  anbmarines  played  no  part.  The 
role  of  submarines  In  ««ml- warfare 
is  not  disi>uted.  but  ir  b  a  aaebndary 
role.  The  capital  snips  still  hold  the 
key  to  naval  predominance.  There 
arc  tboae  who  maintain  that  the  next

The  United  Stales,  incidental^ 
ly.  haa  ^me  to  the  fame  c6nclusio« 
as  the  British  Admiralty,  namely, 
that  battkabips  have  not^  yet  ex- 
hauatcd  their  vital  part  in  naval 
warfare.   

VACCINATION  . 

The  local  anli-vaccinationiats  arc 
creatine  a  tempest  in  a  tea  cup  in  an 
endeavor  to  show  that  there  has  been 
a^y  attempt  to  enforce  vaccination 
athohg  Normal  School  atudents.  The 
facts  of  the  situation,  as  we  under- 
stand them,  are  simply  these.  One 
or  two  caaea  of  amaf^  fgs  devaioped. 
In  a  matter  of  this  rharacter,  where 
the  public  health  is  endangered,  tb^ 
Medical  Health  Officer  haa  aupreme 
authority  in  taking  the  necessary  pre- 
cautions. It  is  his  belief,  and  the  be- 
lief of  the  medical  faculty  generally, 
that  vaccination  is  a  preventive 
where  amall  pox  is  concerned.  Hold- 
ing that  view,  it  is  his  obvious  and- 
vital  duty  to  insure  iminiinify  wher- 
ever possible.  Those  students  who 
were  vaccinated  were  allowed  to  con- 
tinue their  studies  and  attend  the 
Normal  School '  regularly.  Thoae  who 
were  not,  and  who  had  conadentiott/ 
scruples  abour  vaccination,  had  to 
absent  themselves  from  the  school  for 
two  weeks,  that  is,  until  after  the 
period  of  the  danger  of  the  apraad 

(if  contagion. 

No  doubt  it  was  a  hardship  that 
any  abi4enta  should  have  had  to  ab- 
sent themselves  from  the  Normal 
School  for  any  period,  but  the  course 
fotlowtd  by  the  Medical  Health  Of- 
ficer wa.s  the  correct  oftc  and  there 
is  no  question  whatever  that  it  will 
be  sustained  by  the  aathorltics.  As 

a  nutter  of  fact,  his  own  authority  is 
paramount  in  the  circumstances. 
What  should  be  clearly  understood, 
however,  is  that  tlic  Medical  Health 
Officer  did  not  give  any  ruling  that 
vaccination  is  compuUory.  He  did 
uothmg  r>f  the  kind.  .\s  it  wai  his 
undo|ibtcd  right,  he  prevented  iin- 
vaccinatad^  peraofta  from  ^nixing  witli 
those  who  had  been  vicchnrted, while 
the  period  of  poaaible  danger  from 
contagion  prevailed.  His  attitade  waa 
tha  cofrect  one  and  the  crit|cUm  that 
has  been  levelled  against  him  con- 
veys a  wholly  erroneous  impression. 
There  TOuat  be  an  authority  govern- 
ing health  matters  -and  the  medical 
profession  is  the  best  that  has  yet 
been  evolved,  while  ita  critics  more 
fref|uently  than  not  know  as  little 
about  ordinary  sanitation  as«they  do 
about  the  science  which,  they  attempt 
to  bring  into  diarepntf. 

The  Toronto  Mail  and  Empire  is 
very  outipoken  about  the  effects  that 
the  Mackenzie  King  policy  is  having 
ott  Canadala  ■  progress.  "Oui;  neigh- 
bors are  taking  the  apple  and  leaving 
us  the  core,*'  aaya  that  newspaper. 
"They  get  our  raw  pulpwood  and 
leave  us  the  bark.  All  the  labor  tiiat 
is  applied  to  the  exports  of  that  crude 
material  is  furnished  by  United 
Statat  workers,  and  among  them  is 
distributed  the  great  waf«  fund 
caritea  by  such  labor.  When  wi  aee 
millions  of  hnahela  of  Canada's  hard 
wheat,  of  which  practically  none  will 
be  consumed  in  the  United  States, 
crossing  the  boundary  line  to  be 
ground  in  transit  in  that  country  and 
then  shipped  as  flour  to  be  sold  m 
the  British  market  in  competition 
with  the  flour  made  in  Canadian  mills 
employing  Can^ian  workers,  how 
can  we  ulk  of  rivalling  'the  greatest 
market  in  the  world*?  To  become 
great  aa  the  United  States  baa  become 
great  in  the  productk>n  of  .wealth 
we  must  do  as  the  Cnitad  States  has 
done-  we  mutt  protect  our  home 
market  and  must  give  our  own 
woshtra  the  preference.  We  must 
have  a  tariff  thus  to  put  the  odds  in 
our  own  favor,  and  we  must  conserve 
for  our  own  use  the  raw  materials 
our  neighbors  are  wheedling  ua  out 
of  or  showing  a  disposition  to  t«lty 
us  out  of.  Canada  for  the  Caaa- 
dianl.**   

yEvenerteift  says:  "When  we  wish 
to  modify  the  Constitution,  whether 
it  be  'to  reform,  the  Srt^atc  in  any 
Way  o^^make  other  amendment,  the

The  earthquake  which  rteently  ahook 
the  Eastern  part  of  thia  Continent, 
d^lii^  considerable  material  damage 
and  frightening  a  few  people  ao  ter- 
ribly that  they  died,  did  its  quaking  in 
nncxpacted  places.  Whatever  the 
opinion  of  scientific  authorltiea  may 
have  been,  the  popular  belief  was  that 
Eastern  Canada  and  northeastern 
points  in  the  United  States  were 
practically  immune  from  such  appall- 
ing visitations.  The  qualified  authori- 
ties have  established  earthquake  zones 
belting  the  world.  A  large  part  of  the 
State  of  California  is  within  one  of 
these  zones,  and  Vancouver  Island  ia 

jost  on  the  fringe  of  one  of  them.

The  ascperienee  of  the  Baat  aeasM  to 

demonstrate  that  no  part  of  the  earth 
is  absolutely  immune  from  danger  of 
earth  tremora.  Thc  fotuidatioaa  of  the 
earth,  according  to  the  speculations  of 
men,  were  not  of  an  extremely  sub- 
stantial character.  > 
'  •    •  • 

We  are  told  on  the  higbaat  aathority 

that  in  thc  beginning  our  globe  was 
"without  form  and  void."  Then  it 
began  to  take  shape — to  aasume  the 
form  of  a  whirling  cloud  of  gas.  In 
the  course  of  millions  of  years,  more 
or  less,  it  became  solid  and  capable  of 
supporting  physical  life.  But  though 
it  has  been  giving  sustenance  to 
physfeal  life  for  a  considerable  space 
of  time,  the  process  of  construction  is 
still  proceeding.  The  earth  haa  not 
completed  the  biiaineaa  of  aoUdifying 
itself.  It  is  contracting  and  readjust- 
ing itself  to  external  and  iiiternal  con- 
ditions. Tha  great  maas  of  the  watera 
is  pressing  irresistibly  against  thc 
smaller  mass  of  dry  land,  raising  thc 
Surface  of  thc  land  still  higher  above 
thc  surface  of  the  waters.  That  is 
wliat  one  of  the  scientific  authorities 
telle  na,  and  those  who  are  neither 
scientists  nor  authorities  must  accept 
his  word  for  it.  Indeed,  the  h)rpothcsis 

is  quite  reasonable. 

•  •  • 

But  there  is  something  about  the 
history  of  tha  earth  and  the  history  of 

the  living  things  upon  the  earth  that 
thc  scientific  authorities,  so  far  as  we 
know,  cannot  ilogmatize  upon.  The 

scientific  authorities  cannot  tell  us 
mucb  of  a  definite  nature  about  thc 
origin  of  the  giaca  whMi  Maaed  and 
solidified  until  they  formed  the  solid 
earth.  Nor  can  they  t^tl  us  any  fnore 
aboat  where  the  germ  came  friMi  that 
was  the  origin  of  all  life  tipon  the 
earth  after  the  earth  beeama  cool 
enough  and  solid  enough  to  anatain 
physical  life.  The  origin  of  the  earth 
tharefore  is  still  a  mystery  to  men, 
ercn  although  certain  phyakal  forcca 
that  once  were  ihyateriotii  ^  ttO 
longer  mysteries  to  man. 

^^aurice  Maeterlinck  in  one  of  his 
essays  says  on  the  authority  of  an 
eminent  bh>logist  that  man  ia  a'  com- 

()osite  being,  that  in  his  person  has 
been  incorporated  all  thc  attributes 
with  whkh  t£a  lower  ordera  of  crcatkm 
l  ive  bat*  tndowcd.  This  eminent 
biological  aathority  even  says  man  at 
certain  stages  of  his  existence  baara  a 
physical  resemblance  Xo  tfWf  creatare 

of  the  lower  orders.  "

Maeterlinck  ais  firat  in  authority 
upon  many  matters.  His  admirers  say 
intellectually  he  is  the  nearest  ap- 
proach to  a  Shakespeare  the  world  of 
letters  has  ever  seen.  But  Maeterlinck 
delights  to  delve  into  metaphysical 
matters.  He  appears  to  believe  in  re- 
incarnation and  all  sorts  of  mysterious 
things.  Poaaibly  that  ia  why  he  da- 
votes  an  essay  of  considerable  length 
to  consideration  of  the  statement  of 
an  eminent  biologist  that  man  haa 
been  endowed  with  all  the  attributes, 
good  and  evil,  of  the  lower  orders— 
the  cotttage  of  the  lion,  the  ieroetty  of 

the  tiger,  the  alleged  wisdom  of  the 
serpent,  the  beak  of  the  eagle,  tha  eye 
of  the  hawk,  thc  ratentkaancas  of  thc 

wolf  and  the  Renfleness  of  the  dove. 
Wa  are  somewhat  sceptical  about  the 
dogteatiam  of  the  Belgian  aavant  and 
his  eminent  biological  authority,  be- 
caase  while  we  have  seen  men  en- 
dowed Whh  aome  of  the  characteristics 
of  the  lower  orders,  both  physical  and 
temperamental,  we  have  never  seen 
any  man  with  a  aoac  Nice  aa  elephant, 
nor  with  a  spike  on  hit  fgct  llkt  the 

horn  of  a  rhinoceros.

However,  the  hypothesis  of  Maeter- 
linck and  his  friend  is  interesting.  It 
may  account  for  the  terror  man  in- 
spires in  thr  minda  of  all  the  creatures 
of  the  lower  orders.  Man  ia  the  un- 
disputed ruler  of  thia  part  of  the 
universe.  Kvery  living  thing  acknowl- 
edges his  authority.  He  has  Ctftb" 
lished  himaelf  secarcly  within  his  king- 
dom. The  creatures  he  has  not  sub- 
dued and  presaed  into  his  aervice  fke 
from  him  aa  from  the  wrath  to  tnnm.. 
He  haa  neither  inteUactagfc  nor  physiral 
peer.  He  gorerna  ahaalalaly  and 
despotically  within  his  raahn.  '

'rumbling  columns  of  artillery  and  a 
whole  herd  of  aqnat  battle  tanks, 
which  had  grttmbled  end  rpmbled 
their  wey  up  Pemmvrhmnln  Avontae  In 
a  Steady  thunder. 

The  ser>-lce  banda  In  the  gay  uni- 
forms gave  color  to  the  proceaalon 
aa  they  marched  with  frumpeta  blar- 
Ingr  flourlalica  fur  the  comiiiander-ln- 
chlef.  but  the  uld  familiar  trapplnffl 
nf  paat  inaugurntlona  were  almoat  all 
ibaant  and  the  whole  parade  had 
Kuns  by  in  little  more  than  an  hour. 


The  I'realdent  apoke  almoat  without 
KTfsturea.  Only  twice  wae  the  quiet 
>>> hurried  cadeneaof  hla  voice  tinged 
with  deeper  feeling^  The  evidence  of 
hla  emotion  was  thoM  as  be  drew  hla 
address  to  an  end.  in /what  waa  almoat, 
an  Invocation  of  dlvUia  aid  In  hla  task.

Aa  a  whols,  It  was  a  busy  day  for 

the  Preeldent,  but  It  moved  aerenely 
on  ita  appointed  way.  the  tradition  of 
"CoolldRe  luck  "  havlnR  aaaerted  Itaelf 
to  brlnff  a  Springlike  March  day  (or 
the  event  SO  ofton  flMired  by  had 

weather. 

Koth  Mr.  Coolldce  and  Mr.  Dawea 
wars  generously  greeted  aa  they  rolled 
by  to  the  Capitol. 

The  inauguration  crowd,  due  to  the 
ourtallment  of  the  usual  speotacle  by 
the  President's  order*,  was  far  below 
the  multitudea  that  have  come  before 
to  aee  Preaidenta  Inatalled.  There 
waa  plenty  of  people  on  hand,  how- 
ever, to  Jam  every  point  of  vantage  on 
the  rciited  off  aidewalka.  in  windowa 
and  on  roofa. 

In  the  pUisa,  where  the  high  Inau- 
rural  aUnd  and  ita  pillared  canopy 
maaked  the  great  atone  stsps  of  ths 
Capitol,  trim  lines  of  msrinea  had 
aided  In  guiding  ths  gathering  thou- 
aands  to  their  places. 

Mr.  Coolldge  came  doan  to  the  re- 
vlewlnc  atnnd  with  Mrs  Coolldce  on 
hlft  arm.  and  when  they  were  neated. 
Chief  Juatli  e  Taft  roae  from  hla  place 
>•  nd  ateppod  forward  te  adoUnlater  the 

oath. 

Hla  a'orda  were  caught  up  by  the 
ampliflera  that  aurmounted  the  atand 
and  lurked  In  receeeea  at>out  the  plaaa. 
Kvery  aentenee  carried  clear  to  the 
farthest  Bpeetater,  and  there  wae  rapt 
attention.

Coolldge  refer  to  the  sleetlop  which

in  favor  of  atrlct  party  reaponalbillty, 
adding  that  "common  honeafy  and 
good  faith  with  the  p^>ple  who  aup- 
port  a  party  at  the  polls  require  that 
party.  When  It  entera  ofllre,  to  aanuine 
the  control  of  that  portion  of  the 
government  to  which  it  has  been 
eleeted." 

Tim  People's  lUghts 

"This  admlnietratlon  has  <;ome  into 
power  with  a  ver>-  dear  and  deflnite 
mandate  from  the  people,"  he  aaid. 
"The  people  declared  that  they 
wanted  their  righta  to  have  not  a 
political  but  a  judicial  det^mlnation, 
and  their  independence  and  freedom 
continued  and  supported  by  having 
the  oeraerBhip  aad  ooatrel  of  their 
property,  «ot  in  the  government,*  but 
la  their  haada."  .
